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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
arguments filed 25 August 2003 are persuasive. In particular, Schob does not teach "a single 
radial pole assembly for generating a radially polarized magnetic field" (claims 1 & 6) but 
rather two pole assemblies 3 and 4 (Fig. 1). Neither does Schob teach "first and second 
arcuate members each comprising a plurality of separate magnetic segments" (claims 1, 6 and 

1 1) as best seen in applicant's Figs. 3-4. The remaining prior art of record do not remedy these 
deficiencies.
